2024 - 2028 Capital Budget Request Form

Requesting bonds funds to replace all interior air handling units (AHUs).  Some AHUs are over 20 yers old and at the end of their serviceable 

life, with others approaching this milestone.  Replacement will increase cooling efficiency and lessen the load on the chiller system.  Keeping 

aging AHUs in service will shorten the chiller system's liefspan, increase monthly conditioning costs to the City, and could unexpectedly 

result in loss of cooling power to the facility.

The older AHUs could fail at any point, leaving parts of the building unconditioned.  This budget request is spread over multiple years to 

address the AHUs on each of the building's four floors, prioritizing the older failing units.  Once complete, all new AHUs will significantly 

lisghten the load on and allow the City to get maxium lifespan from the chiller system installed in 2015.

Requesting bond funds to replace our office's extremely outdated security camera infrastructure.  As a public safety agency, our building is a 

high-profile target, and our current surveillance system - much of which is broken beyond repair - is unable to provide even a bare minimum 

level of security at this point.  A new surveillance camera system would include updated technologies, including: network video recorder 

(NVR) to provide at least 30 days of video retention; remote access to the camera monitoring system for multiple users; and approximately 

12-16 new cameras, depending on the feasibility to re-use any existing equipment. Our office would make sure to use as much existing 

infrastructure as practically possible to save on project costs.

Updated suveillance camera system to increase security for visitors and employees in our building

The proposed project aligns with Goal 2 of Chapter 10 of the Master Plan, which requires the City to "make all public safety facilities state of 

the art with integrated services."

Requesting bonds funds to significantly upgrade our office's IT environment and data sharing capabilities by transitioning to 

join the City's network.  The current IT infrastructure of the DA's Office is managed by internal DA staff.  There is an ongoing 

need for employees to access various city criminal justice data and technology resources or to share datea with outside public 

safety agencies.  The current infrastructure limits access to this information, but by bringing it under the City's IT support, our 

office will have direct access to public safety data more efficiently, and provide an overall cost savings by making better use of 

technology resources.

By transferring to the City's IT support infrastructure, the DA's Office will have the highest level of cybersecurity, resulting in 

less vulnerability to cyber attacks and viruses.  This will also provide a better data-serving capacity, more storage capacity, and 

will upgrade equipment and systems that haven't been updated since 2009.  Falling under the City's IT support, these 

upgrades will come at a substantially lower cost than trying to upgrade our systems independently.

Requesting bonds funds to replace the 4th floor skylight with a self-vented system to allow better heat transfer and cooling of the 4th floor 

of our building.  During the summer months, interior tempertures in the area of the skylight reach the 80s.  This is putting a massive strain 

on the cooling system and makes the area inaccessible for employees to work.

The skylight system is a unique feature in the 1970s-era design aesthetic of the DA's Office, but it is inefficient with relation to heat gain and 

unreliable with relation to water intrusion.  Replacing the system with a self-vented apparatus to allow for heat loss while increasing 

weather tightness will lower conditioning costs, mitigate further moisture damage to the facility, and increase worker efficiency.

Requesting bonds funds to replace the ceiling grid and tiles on all floors of the DA's Office.  Ongoing water leaks in the building damaged 

many ceiling tiles in the facility.  While the most damaged tiles will be replaced as part of the current DA's Office renovation project, 

budgetary concerns will not allow this project to fund full replacement of the entire grid system as needed.  This will result in ceiling tiles 

that may not match, older tiles that may have unseen water damage allowing mold to spread, and a ceiling configuration that may not align 

with newly installed cubicle systems.

This budget request proposes replacing the entire ceiling grid on a floor by floor basis over mutliple years.  Construction on new cubicle 

systems and open office arangements will begin at the DA's Office in early 2023.  The project had to be value engineered to be within the 

budgeted funding, so rearranged ceiling systems to match the updated cubicle systems had to be removed from the scope.  The new ceiling 

grid will allow for a more efficient lighting and sprinkler head arrangement, remove all possible life safety issues due to unforseen 

development of mold, and create a matching aesthetic.
